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FISHER 


Judge Alexander Fisher, a name well known in 
the Midland District, was a native of Perthshire, 
Scotland, from whence his parents, with a numerous 
family, emigrated to New York, then a British province. 
At the time of the rebellion they had accumulated a 
considerable amount of both real and personal property; 
but at the defeat of Burgoyne, near the place of whose 
defeat théy lived, the Fisher family, who would not 
abandon, their loyalty, left their all, and endured great 
hardships in finding their way to Montreal. Alexander 
was subsequently employed in the Commissariat, under 
MeLean, at Carleton Island; while his twin=-brother 
obtained the charge of the High School at Montreal, 
Which situation he held until his death, in the year 
1819. At the close of the war the family obtained 
their grants of land as U.H.Loyalists. 


Alex Fisher was appointed the first District 
Judge and Chairman of Quarter Sessions for the Mid- 
Tana DLs tires, co thevlast of, woich he was elected 
by his brother magistrates. He was also for many 
years a Captain of Militia, which post he held during the 
war om 16l2. The family took up their abode in 
Adolphustown,’ upon the shores of Hay Bay. A sister of 
Judge Fisher was married to Mr,Hagerman, and another to 
iO Locker, Wio>,) FOr. a time, lived on the front of 
pidney. He was related, by marriage, to McDonnell, 
of Marysburgh. His parents lived with him at the 


farm in Adolphustown. here in the 


family vault, with a brother, and the Judge's only son. 


Judge Fisher was short in stature, and somewhat 
stout, with a prominent nose. He was, as a judge, and 
as a private individual, universally esteemed. "He was 
aman of great discernment, and moral honesty governed 
his decisions."-(Allison.) He died in the year 1830, 
and was buried in the family vault. As an evidence of 
the high esteem in which he was held, their was scarcely 
a lawyer or magistrate in the whole District, from the 
Carrying Place to Gananoque, who did not attend his 
funeral, together with a great concourse of the settlers 
thpoughout the counties.

Dear Dr. Burleigh: 


I have been recently in Jordan attending the meetings of the Museums Section 
of the Ontario Historical Society. While there Il was talking to Miss Kaye MacFarlane 
of Napanee, and in the course of conversation mentioned that I had a couple of pro- 
blems in which I was looking for information. It is on her suggestion that I am 


writing to you. She told me that you had the fullest information on the Bay of Quinte 


families of anyone she knew. 


My first question is about the Fisher family of Hay Bay. My wife is a descendant 
of Henrietta Fisher who was a member of the same family as Judge Fisher. Among the 
family items that have survived is part of an old blanket, handspun and handwoven, 
with initials embroidered in cross stitch. It is now in the collections of this 
Museum, The initials, in black, are rather worn, but appear to be "Q, F.". What I am 
trying to locate is the name of a member of the Fisher Family whose initials these 
might be, and the dates. Although rather indistinct, the initials are certainly not 
"H. F.", but I have not been able to discover whose they might be, It most certainly 
belonged to some member of the family in the early part of the last century. 


The other question, with which you may not be able to help at all, is in con- 
nection with an exhibition staged by the Ontario Historical Society at Victoria 
College in Toronto, in 1899. I have recently run across a copy of the catalogue, 
and No.30 in the "Dress and Fancy Work" section is described as "Patchwork Quilt, 
over 100 years old, made by maternal ancestor of the Hon Billa Flint. Loaned by 
F. B. Flint, B. and Bay of Quinte Hist. Society". I asked Miss MacFarlane if the 
name Flint meant anything to her, but it did not. She thought if anyone might know 
it would be you. Patchwork quilts with any sort of a pedigree are scarce; if pos- 
sible, I thought I might try and track this one down, if I could locate the where- 
abouts of any member of the Flint family. 


I fully realize that you may not be able to help me with either problem, but 
I would be most grateful for any suggestions you may be able to make.

Alexander sisher was one of the prominent early settlers of Adolphustown, 
and the first dudge of the Midland brx District, which then comprised all the 
territory now in the cities of Kingston ana Belleville, and the counties of 
*rontenac, Lennox and Addington, Prince Edward and Hastings. fhe Courts were 
thenheld quarterly, alternateZy at Adolphustown and Kingston. He was also a 
farme, having 600 acres of fine farming land in the Srd Concession, on Hay 
Bay, a mile or two east of the Methodis& Church, now known as the Platt farm. 
He lived and died and was buried on that farm, where there is now a monument 
to his memory. He married Miss Henrietta McDowellax , a daughter of Col. M- 
Dowell, a leading resident of Marysburg, Prince Edward, March 15th, 1802. 
fhey had two daughters, Helen, born May dist, 1807, and Henrietta, born March 
e7th, 1811. ‘Whe marriage and baptismal records are in Kev . Xobert McDowell’

Note: This book, in the handwriting of Lieut, Eimmons, is in the Archives of the 
Lennox and Addington Historical & clety, Napanee, Gntario. Thie officer, as will 
be seen, led a party of twenty seven men to join General Burgoyne in August, 1777. 
Lieut. Simmons was the senior ranking officer of the nhs of eoldier-loyalists 
who settled gErnesttown Township in 1784. It will be noted that his spelling is 
at variance with that ordinarilg used. The truth is that Lieut. panes a8 was 
most of his party, was a German from a German community where ali ap 
guage. On page 71 of this book Lieut. Simmons narrates hie experiences pn the 
day he left his home until well efter his arrival in Canada. This I shall 
in his characteristic style, anc foilow it with en interoretation.

On the 16th day of August 1777 I ieft my house at Claverack and set cut with @

aqjuipped foree which preceded the main army) on the 27th of August. Ke were mustered 
that same day and doined Lt.-Col. Jassupts Corps (King's Loyal Americans) until 
further orders.

Haver and Bartholomew Hess returned home (Claverack} to get more men, On th Sept. 
we received arms for ix aa pepe night there was a false alarm, so the next night

Qur men beat the skal asian forced them to retreat, 
Killing between three and four hundred (and wounding), he fc about tee hundred dead 
and wounded. On Sept. z« Ciristian Haver and Hess returned th 1S men ana a Comm— 
ittee man (rebel) prisoner. te stayed in pogition until the ‘Th of Cstober when they 
had enother battle west of Freeman's Farm. Gur army retreated the next day back te 
Jom Doylets, on the hill, and that dey they engaged with cannons. On the &th we 
retreated as far es von Fechten's and on the 9th, in the night, we went back to 
Seratoga. Here we lay that night and on the LOth went back a mile as volunteers and 
formed a guard for the Batteaus to Fish Kill et Sch wikdare. The fame day we continued 
e far es Archibald licNeil's te cover the artificers who were building bridges (across 
the Hudson River), and we remained there 2 days. On the 12th we returned t ae FF 
jy which lay of the hill north cf the Fish Kiil, and there we ley until the 17 
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Thet dey Burgoyne surrendered ana we lay Gown our arms . By the Convention it was 


agreed thet volunteers, saiiers and artificers, as well as batteau men, must go to 
Catiada. 

So we crossed tne river that day and wend as f 
we went as far as Johnson's and on the 20th arrived at Fort George, Here we lay wag) 
the £2nd(October) when about one P.M. we went as far as Three Mile Point, fie remained 
here that night and on the £ird went on to Diamond Island (likely Dome Island), where 
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fo-night you will hear three papers dealing with the Finkle Family ana its 
activities in the eariy history of bats. This is expected te be the first in a series 
which wili deal with the pioneer families of Ain esttown, and we hope to make these 
papers a matter or interest to all. 


Before I proceed further I feei constrained to correct a agrees fallacy held 
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Kingston. That is true, as far as it goes. Bul this group, do oalnaeaae 369 persons, 
is only 6% of ali the Loyalists wno had fied to wat is now Guebec and Ontario, and 
only kus of those who settied aiong the bay of Quinte. This leaves us te ask who the 
remaining 60% were. This large group was composed of men, and their families, who had 
joined the Roysi Standard in Northern New York, Vermont and New Hampshire early in 
the war, aud had vee forced to ties to Quebec Province for safety and to continu 

the war. from tnis iatter group came the first settlers of our Township and the 
founders of cur village. 


if we wish to knew more of this hardy band of pioneers, we must begin with a 

scrutiny of conditions in Northern New York and Vermont at the eloge of the war for 
the Conquest of Canada in 1765. Prior to that time two peoples lived in this part 
of North America--the French in Canada, along the 8t. Lawrence fiver, and the & 
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in the American Uolonies alone: the seacoast from Maine to Georgia, Between them there 
was @ large unpopulated area, stretching from Nova Scotia to the Far test, in waich 
there were no attempta at settiement for rear of raids by either: party or by the 
Indisns——a veritable no-man'a lend. The northern Jimit of English colomigsation was 
Albany and the Mohawk River. The trading posts at Albany amd at intervuis siong the 


Mohawk were considered the outposts of civilization, 


But the Conquest of Canada removed ail threats, and this large 'no-mau's 
was opened to colonization. ihe influx of settlers, beginning shortiy efter “a veace 
in 1763, was still flowing strongly when the gevolutionary War broke out in 1775. 
These settlers were comprised, largely, of younger sons of families already estab— 
lished in the va communities of New inglana and New York, with a 
recent emigrants from the Britien isles, Holland and German; 
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ored few received bage tracts of virgin, Which taey leased or sola wo prospective 
settlers. Sir John Joimson own ea approximately one miliion acres along the Mchawk 
River. The Jessup brothers, who commanded the regiment which settled Lraesttown Tomi- 
ship after tne Kevolution, received five aundred thousand acres, in some cages several 
men banded together to obtain @ grant. This they aivided amongst themselves in secord- 
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ance with the ‘anount of money they had to invest. These shares they settled theuseives 
or leased to prospective settiers. The lands surrounding ciyp bain aat ares 3 

into small lets and apportioned out to discharged soldiers in a manner sinilar to 

that mskkk used in Ontario a generation later,

George was a soldier in the 2nd 
Batt., K.R.RN.Y. at the time of settiement, having served in the garrison of Oswego 
and Cataraqui from 1782 to his discharge on «4 June, 178@. He, therefore, settled in 
Fredericksburgh Township with his regiment. The father, George Sr., evidently forced
